NEW YORK, June 13. — The 
Associated Press tonight issues 
the following: 

The council of four devoted both 
of its sessions Friday to the re- 
vision of the text of the peace 
treaty, preparatory to its presen- 
tation to the German peace dcle- 
gates. Premier Orlando of Italy 
Was not present, having Jeft for 
Rome Thursday night to discuss 
at a secret meeting of the Italian 
Parliament the work of the peace 
conference, and to reach a decis- 
jon on some important matters, in 
particular with regard to military 
precautions on the Corinthian 
frontier, Baron Sonnino, the for- 
eign minister, represented Italy at 
Friday's mectings in place of the 
premier, 

The re-writing of the treaty of 
peace as announced in Paris des- 

atches, was rendered necessary 

y the discovery of errors and in- 
consistencies in the draft as at 
first presented to the Germans. 

Many of the changes to be 
made are of a highly important 
nature but most of them are of a 
minor character. The latter is 
particularly true of the repara- 
tion clauses, which will be virtu- 
ally unchanged in the new draft. 
But the financial provisions will 
be amended so that the reparation 
commission will be given discre- 
tion to allow Germany to gather 
a working capital for the resump- 
tion of her industries in order 
that she may mect the require- 
ments of the allies, 

The plebiscite in Silesia and 
changes in the Polish frontier 
necessitate new clauses, while a 
revised draft of the provisions on 
the Danish frontiers is expected. 

Official advices stated that 
Count Von Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
head of the German peace mis- 
sion, has requested that a special 
train be placed at his disposal im- 
mediately the reply to the German 
counter proposals is delivered to 
him. It is understood that he will 
go to Cologne, and it is possible 
he may proceed to Weimar, to 
consult the national assembly.

The Art of Baseball 


— 


LESSON NO. 16—GUARDING THIRD 
BASE. 

Third base is the most dangerous 
position on the ball field with the ex- 
ception of the catcher’s. There are 
more chances of the third baseman be- 
ing injured by line drives and hard 
smashes down the line and more dan- 
ger of injury from base runners. 

Oddly enough the third baseman 
has less chance to avoid being hit by 
the spikes of a runner than either 
shortstop or second baseman, who 
have the play in front of them and 
can see the runner and the ball at the 
same time. The third baseman can- 
not. He must keep his eye on the ball 
every second, catch it and touch at the 
runner who slides directly at him or 
behind him, He must touch blindly 
and it is essential that he block the 
bag, not so as to stop the runner, but 
must keep one leg in front of the base 
to avoid giving the runner the entire 
line and the advantage of the play. 

The throws that the third baseman 
must take are hard to handle. The 
throw from the catcher not only is 
short and hard, but the batter usually 
is between the catcher and the third 
baseman so that the fielder has the 
worst chance of watching the play. 
The throw from the first baseman is 
a hard one and more wild throws are 
made in proportion to the number of 
throws made, in the first baseman

making a quick return to the third 
baseman than in any other part of the 
game. These throws are also disas- 
trous because they are made when 
runners are attempting to take an ex+ 
tra base on a play to first, and each 
wild heave means a score, It is there- 
fore desirable to select a third base- 
man who Js tall and can stretch high 
either for Une drives or high throws. 

Touching runners at third is an art. 
The best way is to keep the left foot 
in the line a foot inside of the bag, 
the right foot in front ready for a 
pivot turn, and, upon receiving the 
thrown ball, to hold it with the left 
hand back of the left leg so that the 
runner must slide into the ball to 
reach the base. 

Tagging at runners with a quick 
motion is bad, especiaily at third, 
where the play is behind the base in 
most cases, The umpires have a hard 
time seeing such plays and to make 
a quick touch means in many cases to 
lose the decision. If the ball is held 
so that the player must slide into it, 
the umpire is convinced that the run- 
ner is out even when he may not have 
been, for {n numerous instances the 
umpires do not actually see the ball 
touch the runner and must judge from 
the appearances immediately before 
and after such a play. °

hundred million of “God knows where 
it will come from revenue.” Mean- 
while it will pursue its policy of bor- 
rowing for the needs of the hour. To 
complete its work, it will also be no- 
ticed it furnished an excnse for the 
appointment of another commission.

Help For Farmers, 

The reduction in tariff on agricul- 
tural implements of from 10 to 12% 
per cent. is looked on with favor by 
most of the farmers, It will enable 
them to report progress and ask leave 
to sit again.

A constitution has been completed, and 
this will be referred to the member- 
ship for their approval. The mem- 
bership will be open to all Wwaxe- 
workers irrespective of sex, creed or 
color. 

The following statement was issued 
last night by the press committee: 

The delegates to the One Big Un- 
ion conference have been in session in 
this city from June 4 preparing the 
constitution and the necessary ma- 
chinery for the new organization, 

The referendum vote in Western | 


Canada on the question of the O. B.| 
U. was carried by an overwhelming 
vote. 

From Port Arthur, Ont., 
toria, B.C., the vote in favor 
oO. B. U. was 24,820; against, 
(this is the actual vote). 

One hundred and ninety voted 
favor and 72 unions against. 

The total membership of the unions 
voting is about 45,000. } 

Most of the Winnipeg vote is tied 
up in the mails and consequently is 
not included in these figures. When 
it becomes available it will consid- 
erably increase the figures of. the 
favorable vote, as practically all the 
Winnipeg unions voted in favor of the 
oO. BU. 

The conference that has just con- 
cluded its sessions has completed the 
constitution that will ba referred to 
the membership for their anproval.

The Soviet Claims The Streets. 


The Vancouver strike commit- 
tee on Thursday issued an utima-

Keeping It Dark. 

Edmonton strike delegates at 


Winnipeg on Wednesday reported 
that ‘‘Quietness prevails’’ there; 
while mobs headed by aliens beat 
up the police, and men who refuse 
to be intimidated into idleness 
have to walk to work because the 
street cars cannot be operated for 
fear of riots. 

The suppression of facts is a con- 
dition necessary to the success of 
Bolshevik propaganda, and the 
first order of its leaders. Unless 
the sources of publie information 
are shut off or made the agencies 
for spreading misinformation re- 
volutionary movements have no 
chance of success in Canada. 

The press agency upon which 
the papers of the Dominion rely 
for Winnipeg news was suppressed 
as one of the early steps in the 
establishment of Soviet rule in that 
city, and messages of all kinds put 
under censorship; and outside 
readers have not yet been permit- 
ted toread a circumstantial ac- 
count of the proceedings of the 
past month in the prairie metropo- 
lis, The promoters of Russianism 
love darkness because their deeds 
are evil, 

Secrecy is not the policy of men 
who strike for the vindication of

The National Liberal conven- 
tion has got away to a good start 
so far as Alberta is concerned. 
Thirty-six delegates have been 
elected to attend the Liberal par- 
liament by conventions held in the 
twelve federal ridings.

| evidence of interest that argues

EQUALITY OF PENSIONS 
Editor The Bulletin: 

Sir:—I am of opinion that the ar- 
gument in favor of graded pensions 
is probably alright or more nearly 
right Whén @pplied to a professional 
long service army. 

In the profession of arms, as in 
other professions or callings, the rank 
of an officer or other rank on leaving 
the service under normal circumstan- 
ces is probably a criterion of his 
worth, In the face of the enormous 
casualtics of the late war this has not 
been so during the past few years, It 
is probably true in a period say of 
one hundred years computing as Life 
insurance Companies compute, 

In a long service professional army 
a man on joining during a period of 
| peace does so with theidea of making 
| soldiering his means of livelihood. He 
}takes into consideration the rates.of 
|pay and rates of pensions and these 
‘are definite factors which influence 
|him in joining. 

If this country had possessed a 
large army of this nature and no one 
outside that army had been employed 
to defeat the enemy, I think perhaps 
the system of graded pensions would 
jhave been equitable. Our army, how- 
ever, was not raised in this fashion. 
It was owing to an outburst of en- 
thusiasm and loyalty, which, regard- 
jless of nay or pensions or considera- 
|tion of either induced the 
|hood of the country to rush to its aid, 
|Pay or pensions were not in their 
|case, definite factors influencing those 
men to join, they would, I believe, 
have joined if there had been no pen- 
sions promised, and only half the pay, 
a least the single men would. 

The best men and most martial 
|spirits generally joined first. In a 
very large proportion they joined as 
Privates, went as privates to the front 
und were wounded or killed as pri- 
jvates. As the war went on new for- 
|mations and regiments were raised, 
Hundreds of new officers received- 
{commissions and N.C.O,’s were ap- 
|pointed without regard to any quali- 
\ficaions proved in the face of the 
enemy. Many of these men proved 
jthemselves, and did magnificently af- 
jterwards, but the fact remains that 
many went to France as officers or 
'N.C.0.'s who, if they had joined up 
promptly and without regard to per- 
sonal advancement as did the first 
|volunteers would have been privates, 
(Many of these who went with the 
first division as privates would un- 
doubtedly have been officers or N.C. 
|O.'s if they had held back at first. 
|In this case the first division would 
not have been of such splendid ma- 
{terial These men suffered by their 
|miltary qualities and zeal. Only a 
small proportion reached a high rank, 
|A large number were killed or wound- 
led in a low rank before those of other 
jdivisiqns had landed in France in a 
higher rank. 
| Many of the early volunteers left 
jhomes, farm businesses, burnt all 
jtheir boats, their one idea be!tng to 
‘get to the war. If they had waited 
jand deliberated or applied for a high- 
jer rank, the division would not have 
lheld the line at Ypres in April 1915, 
|The later men had more time. They 
|mAde better financial arrangements, 
[In adMltion as T have set out in many 
jeases they obtained a better, rank 
{than if they joined at once on the 
joutbreak of war. 

I believe that pensions in our army 
after the late war should be paid on 
a twofold basis. On a basis of: 

(a) The financial sacrifiee made 
by the volunteer on joining. 

(b) The military service render- 
ed. 

There {s little proof that the fin- 
nanelal sacrifice was greater in the 
case of officers than of other ranks. 
Some had better positions in clvil 
life, but they drew better pay and 
allowances. I think the chances are 
jthat the lower the rank and pay in 
{the army probably the greater the 
financial sacrifice, 

T am of the opinion that 
| was to too great an extent,

ARTICLE Iv. 


THE LORD'S DAY AOT. 


Let it be stated first of all that the 
Lord’e Day act is reoognized by legis- 
lators the world over as the most 
satisfactory piece of legislation that 
has yet been enacted for securing 
one rest day in the week for those 
who toil. It is not a perfect law; no 
human Jaw is perfect. But its aim is 
to give to every person the right and 
privilege of one quiet, restful day in 
the week. For the great body of 
workers Sunday is the day indicated; 
but express provision ‘s made for 
those who are engaged in industries 
that are continuous In their opera- 
tion, such as the smeiting of iron or 
copper, in the work of transmitting 
or receiving telegraphic and _ tele- 

honio messages, in transportation by 
rain and steamboat and_ electric 
tramway, eto, that they shall not be 
required to work on Sunday unless in 
the next six days they be allowed 
twenty-four consecutive hours of 
rest. Surely ‘his {se a beneficent pro- 
vision for toii-wearied humanity, 

The act differs from much of the 
similar legislation of the past centur- 
{es of British law making in that it 
does not in any way interfere with the 
religious observance of Sunday. At 
the same time it recognizes that men 
are reilgious and that many of them 
have been accustomed to mako use 
of Sunday for special religious exer- 
cises and devotion. It therefore

nected with public worship under the 
head of “works of necessity and 
mercy,” just as it provides for work 
for the relief of sickness under the 
same head. 

The act does not in any way inter- 
fere with the use of Sunday for pri- 
vate pleasuro or recreation, boys may 
play ball and men and women may 
play golf or tennis, and the law does 
not interfere, 
his carriage, and by implication, his 
motor car, or he may sail in his 
yacht or launch on Sunday; and the 
poor man may ride in the tramway 
or ‘hire a rig or boat for his personal 
use and that of his famjly, and the 
act does not forbid him. If, however, 
the game or the pleasure excursion is 
organized for the purpose of making 
money, then the act forbids it. No 
pleasure on Sunday is forbidden, but 
the business of pleasure, the aim of 
the law being to make Sunday as free 
from commercial activity as is prac- 
ticable in the complex life of modern 
times, This is entirely in keeping 
with the main purpose of the act, 
namely to make Sunday a day of rest, 
so that those who desire to make it a 
day of recreation shall not require 
other people to work for their 
pleasure. 

Section 12 of the act 
“notwithstanding anything therein 
contained, any person may on the 
Lord's day do any work of necessity 
or mercy,” and there follows a list of 
twenty-four classes of work that may 
be so designated, but it is intended 
that this enumeration is not to re- 
strict the ordinary meaning of the 
expression ‘work of necessity or 
mercy."’ The doctor may pursue his 
beneficent work on Sunday, and the 
druggist may dispense medicines end 
sell surgical instruments. Fires may 
be maintained in furnaces and power 

ouses and repairs may be made.in 
factories and milis, when the doing 
of such work on the other days would 
cause serious injury to the industry 
or its product. Work in the ventila- 
tion and inspection of mines may be 
done on Sunday and such work as is 
involved in the delivery of water, light 
or gas to the users thereof for any 
purpose, not forbidden by the act, 
passengers may be conveyed to depot 
or dock and freight trains and ves- 
sels may proceed to their destina- 
tion. Railway tracks may be kept 
clear and yard crews may handle 
cars and freight before six in the 
morning and after eight at night. 
The starting of freicht trains is, how- 
over, forbidden. Provision is made 
for the loading or unloading of any 
ccean-going vessel which would be 
otherwise unduly delayed in schedule 
or in danger of being stopped by the 
closing of navigation. There is no 
darger that the Monday morning 
paper should not appear, for the act 
definitely provides for work in the 
preparation of the same after 6 p.m., 
on Sunday. The sale and distribu- 
tion of papers on Sunday are, how- 
ever, violations of thé act as well as 
the bringing Into Canada for sale o: 
distribution, or the sale or distribu- 
tion within Canada on the Lord’s day 
of any foreign newspaper or publica- 
tion classified as a newspaper. Thus 
‘the lad from whom we buy our daily 
paper has the protection of the Jaw 
and the PeveRe of a day off.

Fort Resolution Inhabitants 


Suffer Hardships Through 
Scarcity of Fish in Lakes 


Captain Lucas and Indians Had to Kill Dogs For Food—Prospector | 


Saw Many Large Buffalo West of Slave River—Accident Near 
Fort McMurray 


Captain Lucas, who just returned 
from a long patrol north, reports that 
there were no caribou to be killed 
fa the Fort Resolution district this 


winter, contrary to the usual custom, | 
the mild winter not forcing the ani- 
mals so far south as usual, and that 
ae a result of that and the fact that 
no fish were to be caught at or within 
eighty miles of Fost Resolution on 
Great Slave Lake, would indicate 
much hardship among the Indians. In | 
fact he found several in a starving 
condition, who wrere taken to the fort 
and cared for. Absence of the fish 
in the above locality cannot be ex- 
plained, but remaing q fact, because 
with fifteen to fifty neta set through 
the ice, not over a dozen fish could 
be netted, Captain Lucas ran short 
of food for themselves and dogs, had 
to kill off their dogs and proceed on} 
foot with snow shoes, and suffered 
greatly from lack of food, until he 
reached trading posta nearer to Lake 
Athabasca. Neither would his Indian 
guides stay with him~-farther than 
Fort Resolution, as sickness north of 
there among the Indians was reported 
and his Indians would not connect 
with them as a result. 

Dan Darrough, prospector, who 
prospects just North of Lake Atha- 
basea, !n the Buffalo preserve coun- 
try, passed through here this week 
on way to Edmonton, but expects to 
return soon and put in the summer 
and winter again in this game dis- 
trict. He says he has all the precious 
metals located that he will ever need 
but will continue to locate still more 
for the pleasure the pastime it af- 
fords, City life has no lures for this 
big husky westerner Mr. Darrough 
says that the herd of buffalo on the

MUSIC IN 


“Tr has rightly been said that a love 


for mueic and a certain skill in its! 
practice are the birthright of every 
Bohemian. The great Shafarzik used 


to say: ‘Where there isa Slay woman 
there Is a song.” 

The oldest known example of organ- 
ized Bohemian music was a singing 
of Adalbert, Bishop of Prague a.d,997 
But even at an earlier date the litanies 
of Adalbert, Bishop of Prague d, 997)' 
were sung by the Boheniian soldiers In 
camp and battle ag part of their peo- 
ples musical inheritance. 

To the sixteenth century belong Jan | 
‘Trojan Turnowsky, a great choral! 
composer, and Christopher MHarant, | 
who shows the influence of Palestrina. | 
their contemporary, Jan Balhoslav, is 
the author of the first book on musi- 
cal theory published in Bohemia, 

For the last 200 years or so almost 
every musical generation in Europe 
has counted among its siars a Bohe- 
mian—either with a genuine Slavic 
spelling or a German or Germanized 
name, Bohemia certainly thas the right 
to be proud of the fact that one of 
Gluck’s teachers, the Prague monk 
and hymn writer, Bohuslay Tcherno- 
horsky was of Czech blood, and that 
the influence of the famous pianist, 
Johann L. Dussek (1761-1812), was 
equal to that of Clementi, while in- 
vention and ideality he surpassed the 
great Italian composer. 

Frantishek Shkroup (1801-1862), 
the composer of the first original Bo- 
hemian opera in his “Where is my 
Fatherland?” anticipated the glory 
and joy that came to Czechoslovakia 
in December, 1918. The Czech na- 
tional movement found, however, its 
first real centre in the National thea- 


tre, which was opened in Prague in 
1862, and Bedzhich Smetana (1824- 
1884) set the ball rolling by writing 


his famous opera “Branibori v Cze- 
hach" (“The Bradenburgs in Prague’) 
Smetana, the founder of the Bohe- 
mian School of National Music, took 
not only the subject of his principle 
compositions from the history of the 
Bohemian people, but also nationaliz- | 
ed the department of orchestral music. | 
His ‘Bartered Bride,” the simple | 
story of true love in a country village, 
written in a more popualr vein than 
the “Bradenburgs,"” took the hearts of 
Bohemian and German audiences by | 
storm, It was introduced to the 
American public at the New York 
Metropolitan opera house, April 29, 
1909, under the leadership of Gustav 
Mahler, a native of Bohemia, though 
not a Czech. 

Smetana, like Bethoven with whom 
his admirers often compared him, be- 
came deaf in later years, and the 
last decade of his life was clouded by 
suffering worse than that which the 
composer of the Ninth Symphony had 
to endure. 

A happier fate was in store for his 
great pupil, Antonin Dvorzhak (1841- 
1904), the son of a butcher, and origi- 
nally intnded to follow his father's 
footsteps. As a boy of 16 ‘he went to 
Prague, supporting himself by his 
violin. His ‘“Husitska’ overture cre- 
ated a sensation in London, and his 
“Spectre's Bride,” based on the Czech
